Council Receives 
*77-78 Preliminary 
Operating Budget 

The City Council, at its 
regular meeting of Tuesday, 
May 24, was given the Pre¬ 
liminary Budget for the 
operation of the City of 
Sierra Madre for the coming 
year of 1977-78. 

In making the presenta¬ 
tion, City Administ r a t o r 
David Lund had this to say, 
“While preliminary revenue 
estimates exceed budget op¬ 
erating expend! t ur e s by 
$113,523, this differential is 
accounted for partially by 
the fact that operating ex¬ 
penditures do .not reflect the 
consideration of general sal¬ 
ary adjustments. Administra¬ 
tion is presently in negotia¬ 
tions with the City’s two re¬ 
cognized employee associa¬ 
tions.” 

1977-78 revenues have 
been estimated to increase 
by $58,006 over the previous 
year, with expenditures ex¬ 
pected to increase $100,862 
over the previous year, with 
the Income for 1977-78 ex¬ 
pected to be in the vicinity 
of $2,215,973 and expendi¬ 
tures (jstimated to be .$1 ,- 
980,410, without salary ad¬ 
justments. 

No mention is being made 
about the Tax Rate for the 
coming year, as Assessed 
Valuations will not be 
known for several weeks. 
The Council will now start 
budget hearings in an at¬ 
tempt to reduce the expendi¬ 
tures or adjust them to a 
realistic operating plan. The 
Final Tax Rate and Budget 
will be presented sometime 
in July and must be ap¬ 
proved by August 31 of this 
year.

Needed To Stay Even 

Following the darmatic lead of Gary Conway, the 
Merrill Lynch account executive who doubles as KGO 
Radio’s business editor, Cal-Tax News has computed just 
how many more before'tax dollars a family of four would 
need today to enjoy the same purchasing power it did 
ten years ago with gross earnings of $10,000. 

As Conway pointed out in commentary aireiJ by the 
S*n Francisco radio station April 8, 1977. inflation is far 
rom the whole story. 

Using his words, by permission, and our updated 
figures: 

If you earned $10,000 in 1967, a 68.2 per cent increase 
In the California Consumer Price Index since then means 
that you’d have to have earned $16,820 in 1976 just to 
stay even. 

Well, that seems simple enough. But, in fact, that’s 
far from the whole story. Because all that additional in¬ 
come _ even though it was no more than the inflated 

cost of the things you buy — still threw you into a higher 
Ihx 'brflck©t 

Your federal income tax bill in 1967, ag a family of 
four taking the standard deduction. wouW have been 
$1,114; while last year. 1976, it would have been $1,888. 
So subtract the extra $774 for Uncle Sam. 

Then Social Security taxes have to be reckoned with. 
Social Security taxes in 1967 took $290.40 out of your 
annual earnings. But last year the tab was $895.05. So 
subtract another $604.65 for $604.65 for Uncle Sam. 

Finally, there’s the State of California. In 1967, a 
$10,000 income would have meant a state income tax 
bill of $93.25. But last year, on inflation-adjusted income 
of $16,820, the bill would have been $335. So subtract 
$241.75. 

(That brings your income and and Social Security 
taxes to a total of $3,118.05, up $1,620.40 from a decade 
earlier. Deduct $1,021.40 for inflation, and . . .) 

What it all boils down to is that, even if your $10,000 
1967 income grew exactly at the rate of inflation over 
the last ten years — to $16,820 — you would still need 
an additional $599 to take care of the added taxes. 

Property Taxes Grow 

Property tax levies increcised $1.1 billion this fiscal 
year, bringing the total of levies to $9,377,714,(XK). Yet 
the average statewide property tax rate .declined 12 cents 
per $100 of assessed value from $11.33 to $11.21. 

When state funded property tax relief, which was 
intendled to take some of the growth pressure off property 
taxes, is added, then total property taxes come to $10,- 
744,881,000 for 1976-77. 

The property tax relief measures include funds paid 
to local government to offset losses in tax base or in¬ 
creased service mandates from state, government and 
money paid to citizens. Money paid to citizens goes to 
renters as an offset on income taxes an.di to senior citizens 
to repay them for a portion of their property taxes. 

This year only San Benito County reduced total levie.s 
by 8.2 per cent, offsetting an 8.4 per cent increase in 
assessed value by a drop of 15.4 per cent in the average 
tax rate. 

Only 28 of the counties reduced the average tax rate, 
but on a statewide basis the average tax rate dropped 
1.1 per cent. This was equivalent to the drop in rate in 
Los Angeleg County. Los Angeles increased assessed values 
by 16 per cent, dropped the average tax rate from $12.77 
to $12 j 5I9 and increased total levies from $2,821,689,000 to 
$3,225,999,000 (14.3 per cent). 

‘91 r Coming Soon! 

In the event of fire, housebreaking, poisoning, heart 
attack, blackout, earthquake, snake bite or any other 
emergency at home of away, wouldn’t it be good if we 
could call one single, authoritative, instantly responsive 
number to get whatever help is needed — a fire rig, a 
resuscitating machine, an oxygen tank, a black and white 
patrol car, an ambulance, a doctor, or jiust a calm and 
reassming word if that be the true answer? 

Exactly that is on the way to California today, said 
Raymond L. Eden, executive director of the American Heart 
Association, Greater Los Angeles Affiliate, It is being set 
up to ddal “911” for any emergency help needed. “But 
first we must make it work,” he noted. “In Los Angeles, 
that means we must equip the Los Angeles Police De¬ 
partment, designted to take all “911” calls in the city of 
Los Angeles, with a modern electronics computer system 
so it can handle the enormous and complicated burden 
of this responsibility.” 

In Los Angeles County the task will be enormous 
because of the multi-jurisdictional areas. The conver- 
sic.n cost will be enormous and it dould 'become a political 
football at any time with the unions attempting to use 
it as a wedge to increase their sphere of influence. 

Much has been said about •consolidating all fire de¬ 
partments into one and all police into another. It boggles 
the mind to imagine what will happen w;hen the unions 
gain control over such an enormous operation. Let no 
one doubt for one minute that should consolidation take 
place, a union monopoly will follow shortly. 

One has but to look at the cost of firefighting in the 
county today to realize that it is already out of hand, 
and police idiepartments are bringing in professional nego¬ 
tiators and pressure groups to bear on politicians. 

It its true, we need the “911” system badly, but we 
are frightened by the thought of what will possibly follow. 

Taxes! Taxes & More Taxes! 

state General Fund cash revenue receipts during April 
exceeded $1 billion for the third consecutive month push¬ 
ing the 10-month total ahead of cash expenditures for the 
first time this fiscal year. State Controller Kenneth Cory 
reported rectently. ^ 

The $1,03$1,327,642 receiveti during April brought the 
July through April receipts to $8,839,781,560 while general 
fund government cost expenditures for the same period 
totaled $8,838,150,756. 

“Revenue receipts are continuing at a pace 3.4 per 
cent ahead of estimates made last January, while expendi¬ 
tures are running 3.6 per cent below those estimates,” 
Cory said. “Ordinarily this is the time of year when reve¬ 
nues begin to overtake expenditures, but this rate of gain 
ig greater than usual.” 

General economic growth and inflation are credited 
with sending 1976-77 revenues 17.78 per cent ahead of the 
same period during 1975-76, Cory said. Expendtit»ures have 
risen only 11.63 per cent over the prior year.

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 


1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan v/hen you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucef until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths.. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
oft while you wash. 

6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
otlier matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Rx dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.
